Sr, Band$L0>h Robertson and I have never met but we in the past were in -orre^spon- 

dence. Today I received fro~m him your truly shocking letter of April 15. 1 write you 

without Iris lenowlodge. 

There is not a thing in youi* letter that reflects the dimmest awareness of the extra- 
ordinary significance of the assassination of any president. Whatever the intoi^t 
of an assassin or assassins under our political system it is a de facto coup d'etat. 

It is the most subversive crime possible in a society like. ours. It nullifies our 
cherished representative society.* 

At the time of the assassination your Journal was conspicuous in setting its 
responsibilities, to the degree then possible, when others were silent. But what you 
write hr. Robertson is a cowardly capout and that in an rea in which your journal 
should have been hesrd from for many years, let you say of such a crime with such 
questions remaining that "the whole subject is best loft alone.’" 

Of all the innumerable great failings when the President was assassinated, if 
the op>in®on of one who is not a florensice sealntiist bjet who lias studied that in this 
case as nobody else has means anything to you, the greates failings were in forensics. 
It is not merely, your words, "the various different opinions" nor is it a question 
of what is probabltj-not possible, merely of "controversial issues." The real questions 
I believe exist for you have to do with the forensics of the so-called official investi- 
gations and how the Academy of Forensic Sciences has worked or not worked when faced 
with them. Or, as you say, with its determi;iation not to face them. 

Tpo first bmok on thSgUarppn Commission and the assassination was my Whitewash : 
The Report o-. the Warren Repo rt.lt dates, to 1065. My nin^th. hJVBIl AC-A IIH (Barroll & 
Graf ) Is currently available in book stores, I have written severely and critically 
of thos in.vo.lvdd in the forensics on the Commission and in the FBI. To this date I have 
yet to received a phone call or a letter from any of that multitude complaining of 
unfairness or inaccuracy. In a lawsuit tliat a (forensic scientists should liave filed 
and did not and I did, for the results of the scientific testing, when to force the 
issue of Repetitious perjury by the FBI's forensic scientists I aceuased one of 
them of perjury, making myself subject to tliat charge if I lied, the preposterous but 
successful defense wan that I cauld make such charges ad infinitim because A knew 






more about the assassination and wliat surroundod it that tjsyone employed by tho FBI. 

Copy on request. I state this not to boast but to indicate to you that beginning in 
1965 there was dependable , factual information availably to the j^pademy and itg> 

^ournal if either intended to do wliat I believe tho country has a right to expect of 
thorn when there has been such a crime followed by such dissatisfaction about the 
obviously fraudulent, impossible .."solution," 

If a crime like tills is as unimportant to you as your letter* represents, 
you have, I believe, abdicated your responsibilities. I mean tills in the plural. 

Given the purposes of the Academy and its Journal, Ignorance is neither an excuse 
nor any kind of justification. 

Through a dozen or more Freedom of Information lawsuits I obtained before tthe 
end of 19G1 about a third of a million pages of once-wwithheld records. /^s a matter 
principle I have always made them freely available to all working in the field, along 
with us unsupervised access to them and to our copies. In practise most of these who 
have examined those records have been those with whom I do not agree. But not one 
forensic^ scientist has ever come to look at i/aything in them. Or asked me from my 
knowledge of them where to look In the public reading rooms of the agencies or the 
national archives. 

Age and health impairments liave for some years denied me access to those records, 
which are in out basement. Beginning then and with what time remains to me I have been 
moving wliat record I can ffor our history of the failures of all our basic institutions 
in that time of great stress and since then. I will add your letter and this one to 
tliatwork, which by now is quite voluminous, as I will also add anything you may say 
In response to this. 

Dr. Robertson understated tho perjury of, the autopsists. And you havo been 
silent about tliat. Silent about the acknowledge/destruction of records in an autopsy and 
that of a President? Did none of you read the prosector's Warren Commission testimony 
in which he testified that wliat he burned ; weg=l* r ^.T his House assassination/, 
cominottee testimony in which he testified that he burned his nates? For which years 



earlier I published the redeipts for them in facsimile? 

Did none of you read the autopsy proctocol? It states that the X-rays show some 
forty "dust-like" fragments in the skull. That from hardened World War II ammunition? 
These and matters like them would not bo for you any "re-esaamination of the evidence" 
becausr you havo ignored it and ever so much more like it that your organzation espec- 
ially should not have ignored. If it intends to meet its responsibilities. 




I do noA know what you moan when you conclude saying "the Zprrtuder frames will 
not reproduce well in Hack an; white." They have. The P13I made black-and-white 
copies for Commission publication. In a lawsuit against the Zapruder estate X go t an 
agreement that copies can be made for scholarly, not commercial purposes. So you can 
make yuur own copies from the original. In studying the originial, using the 35 mm 
frames LIFK made for the Commission, I blew them up on a screen at the Archibes to 
where they were abour five feet wide and were asir&utydingly clear. 

I presume from your letter you have had no inter/ett in the subject and feel 

more secure with ignorance of it. This despite your responsibilities as 'ijjio editor 

of the Jorunal. l'.b give you a quicK indication of how glaring some of the failings 

and dewh dishonesties that by your stea/fast silence yo protect are I suggest you 

look in I'TldVEIt AGAIN! which is currently available to you the FBI ' d picture of the 

iront of the President's short collar' supposedly transitted by a bullet on page 245

and the FBI'd t’ictire of the tic through the k#ot of which that bullet supposedly 
passed, on the next page. 

|ou have heard of the magic bullet? i'bis is a magic tie. x t was self-healing! 

There was even self-healing concrete, where there was an impact on a curbstone. 
Bee pages 332,333 and 336. 

These and ever so muhe morolike it are "better left alone" after more than 
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tliree years os silence. 

U$hat is important to your coujbry, to you, youi- siournaj and your academy when 
y°i| find this and so much like it is "best left alcAle "sand tjiou could not put such 
issues and more like them "to rest?" 

I regret feeling a citizen's obligation to write you as 1 uage and X hope it 
leads you to giVo tills some mature and responsible thought rather than the facild 
copput 1 address.
